Short course for water-plant operators. — V. M. Ehlers, State Sani- 
tary Engineer, Austin, Tex., December 4, 1920. 

At the request of the Texas Water Works Association, the Univer- 
sity of Texas and the State board of health are to conduct, without 
charge, their second practical course of instruction on the subject of 
••'Safe water production." This course is for municipal waterworks 
attendants and filter-plant operators and is to be given at Austin 
during the week beginning January 10, 1921. Besides the funda- 
mental analyses required for chemical and bacteriological control of a 
water-treatment plant, the course will include lectures on the con- 
struction and operation of different typos of purification plants and 
water-sterilizing apparatus, protection of water supplies, manage- 
ment of waterworks, and discussion of operator's individual problems. 
The course will include the operation of filters, liquid-chlorine appara- 
tus, and water-softening plants.
